Eb ell met in recu lar session at the 
clu b hou se on Thu rsday afternoon 
of last week, where 
Mr. Nealley,

Philosophy, gave a most interesting 
and instru ctive lectu re, taking for 
most part the wonderfu l influ ence 
and 
ou tstanding 
events of 
the 
thirteenth centu ry. 
“The history of philosophy,” said 
Mr. Nealley, “is a stu dy of the de­ 
velopment of the thou ght life of 
hu manity, and this thou ght life ap­ 
pears in 'ages’. Each age is domi­ 
nated b y some idea, 
some ideal, 
some need, some interest, or it 
works ou t some great prob lem of 
living. 
“The spirit of the thirteenth cen­ 
tu ry Is b est exemplified b y three 
people, who gave to this age the 
b eau ty and stab ility that was to b e 
of u r.told good down throu gh the 
ages. 
Thomas Aqu inas gave form 
to philosophy and a finished schol­ 
astic system. 
Dante the poet pu t 
the philosophical teaching of Aqu in­ 
as into verse, while St. Francis of 
Assisi created the religiou s b ack­ 
grou nd for the taming of the b ar­ 
b arians. Dante expressed the spir­ 
itu al, and fixed the Italian langu age 
so that it was u sed instead of the 
Latin.” 
“Hu m anity grows ju st as a tree 
grows—leaves come and 
go 
like 
generations. Philosophy is the con­ 
tinu ed story of the hu man race. 
Each individu al works ou t some 
u riq u e possib ility, each race and 
nstion works ou t some special prob ­ 
lem.” 
The thirteenth centu ry was the 
I b eginning of u niversities; the u ni­ 
versity of P aris was fou nded, and 
I b ecame the center of learning. It 
j was in this centu ry that the great- 
[ est power of the pope was reached 
! and 
wonderfu l 
cathedrals 
were 
, b u ilt. 
It was the age of chivalry 
I and knighthood. 
“This centu ry w as marked b y 
changelessness and resignation. It 
was all harmony and the poople b e­ 
lieved that w hatev er came u -as the 
will of God, and that any attem pt 
to change w-as impiou s. Many phil 
osophers and deep thinkers in this 
modern age think the thirteenth 
centu ry was the b est time to have 
lived, as all w-as calm, peacefu l 
and resigned. 
“The middle ages did o great and 
marvelou s constru ctive work. 
It 
needed a strong au thority to b ring 
the b arb arians to terms. 
It was 
their su perstitu tion and fear of high 
au thority that b rou ght them u nder 
ru le. 
The philosophy of Thomas 
Aqu inas was that the only w-ay to 
reach God was throu gh the chu rch 
then 
came 
mysticisms 
and 
the 
vagu e b elief they 
cou ld find Him 
alone. 
“Between Dante and Petrarch, 
hu manity tu rned a corner and this 
period was (lie most sharply m ark­ 
ed of any age

o y sters alm o st 100 per cent fo o lpro o f. 
The ho use fly w as fo r a while kno wn as the ty ­ 
pho id fly because it fed o n filth co ntam inated wtih 
the g erm s o f ty pho id fever and carried the g erm s 
to fo o d w ithin the ho me. 
The use o f screening , o f 
fly paper and the “sw at-th e-fly ” cam paig ns have 
resulted larg ely In elim inating this m enace. 
Finally , the patient w ith ty pho id frver is no w 
cared fo r under circum stances which m ake it prac­ 
tically im po ssible fo r him to Infect o ther perso ns. 
All eating utensils are bo iled after the patient has 
used them . 
The bed linen and clo thing is im m edi­ 
ately disinfected. 
Much cculd also be said o f the pa rt play ed by 
antity pho id ino culatio ns In preventing ty pho id fe­ 
ver, particularly in tim es o f epidemic, and also in 
perso ns who are abo ut to take vacatio n trips o r 
o ther excursio ns into places w here they are likely 
to be expo sed to w ater, milk, o r fo o d th a t has no t 
been pro perly safeg uarded fro m ty pho id co ntam ­ 
inatio n.

SCHOOL, M arch I.—The office has 
Just completed a study of the fresh­ 
men records for the first sem ester. 
T his study has taken into account 
the grade m arks made each quar­ 
ter. It h a ' silo taken Into account 
the student» who have dropped out 
of school. 
It is necessary to pay 
m uch more attention to freshm en 
than any other class, because m any 
of them get started w ith difficulty 
and m any give up early, and either 
m ark time, lf under 14 years of 
age. or drop out if over th a t age. 
The com pulsory attendance law 
places m any more in 
high 
school 
th an form erly cam e In. 
It Is a fact 
th a t m erely being under 16 years 
of age is not a guarantee th a t the 
student 
can 
assim ilate 
further 
schooling. 
The difficulty In this 
high school is th a t we have no 
course to offer to the student who 
Is unable to do a satisfactory grade 
of high school work. The school Is 
too 
sm all 
to 
organize 
special 
classes. 
In larger schools where 
such classes are organized, mostly 
in Industrial and m anual subject, 
the results differ little from those 
In this school. 
The study of the records shows 
th a t 17 per cent of tho m arks were 
superior, th at is two or better; while 
19 per cent were inferior, th at Is 
four or w orse; while nearly 8 per 
cent w ere com plete failures. 
The 
l l per cent m arginal cases here be­ 
tween the 8 and 19 per cent will, 
by the end of the year, move. either 
up or down, and the failures will 
doubtless total IO per cent by th at 
tim e. 
It is necessary for this IO 
per cent to repeat their work, and 
it is an expense which could very 
largely be avoided lf every student 
would do faithful, regular, persist­ 
ent, dally work. 
A sum m ary w as m ade of the six 
or seven school from w hich we re­ 
ceive our freshm en and the results 
w ere very nearly parallel in each of 
these schools. 
It is a notable fact 
th at the estim ate made of these in­ 
coming students by the schools from 
which they cam e were borne out in 
nearly evfery case by the record 
m ade in the high school. 
Students should 
again 
bear in 
m ind th a t the school adopted a la 
unit basis for recom m endation to 
college, and freshm en are today de­ 
term ining w hether tney will be in 
a position for recom m endation 
a t 
graduation time. Sponsors can help 
greatly by insisting on regular re­ 
ports from their freshm en group.
